depression is broken, like that of winter, 
nnd that there are brighter days ahead 
whose breath is in tho air. 
This spirit of 


confidence is bracing all classes n good 
deal, and, when tbo presidential question is 
settled, it makes little differenca to our 
bufiiuess iceu which candidate wins, there 
wjli bs a genera! movement of trade along 
the whole line. The impression that we are 
in sight of specie payments encourages one 
class of capitalists, aud doubtless has some 
effect in steadying aud strengthening the 
financial pulse. The gold ring of the coun- 
try centers here, and resumption in gold is 
especially desired by its members befora the 
silver!tea succeed in pushing tho Bland- 
Kelley bill through tho Senate. 
The ma- 


jority of business men seem to have only 
au indefinite idea about the matter. They 
want specie payments because this seems to 
bo tho normal financial condition of a 
country, but whether tbe specie shall be 
gold or silver, or both, are questions they 
do not puzzlo their brains to answer, and a 
majority of congressmen sacra tc be in the 
same delightfully uncertain predicament. 
But if it takes till March to determine who 
is president, there is little chance tbat tbo 
national finances will be touched by the 
present congress.—[N. Y. Cor. Springfield 
Republican.

THEORIES. 


The recent statements made' by Gen. 


Pleasauton, or by various persons on his 
behalf, as to tho power of blue light to of. 
feet cures of certain diseases, seem to have 
been met more than half way by the yearn- 
ing faith of tbo public. 


II is especially noticeable that the reports 


are chiefly of a class of cases dependent 
upon or connected with a debilitated sys- 
tem nnd an imperfect or feeble performance 
of the normal functions of tho body; and 
here Gen. Pleasanton's explanation of the 
rationale of his method, suggests to the 
physician 
that 
there 
is a 
"curious 


coincidence" between the cases treated by 
blue glass and his own observations of the 
effects of electricity in similar cases. 


Gen. Pleasanton believes that the effects 


ho ascribes to the blue light are owing to tho 
electricity generated by the sudden stop- 
ping of nil those more slowly vibrating rays 
of light placed before tho blue in tho spec- 
trum, and which electricity in tho glass 
induces an equal quantity of electricity of 
opposite polarity in tho blue rays which 
pass through tho glass carrying with them 
their charge of induced electricity. 


However, Gen. P. is not tenacious of this 


point of the modus aperandi, admitting that 
it may be wrong and merely insisting upon 
the verity of the results ho has observed. 
And perhaps that was just as well for him, 
for it is as yet hardly demonstrated thnt a 
ray or nny other quantity of light is a con- 
ductor of electricity; in fact, electricity 
doesn't seem to be at all afraid of the dark. 


Tho Popular Science Monthly for Feb- 


ruary describes some experiments by Han- 


l, which would lead us to think that the 


electricity (if that really be the effective ele- 
ment) is produced at the surface,which final- 
ly receives and absorbs tho rays passed 
;hrough the glass. 


To determine experimentally the action of 


light in tho development of electricity, 
lankol took two bright strips of copper, 
one of which he fixed in a porous clay cell 
by means of a cork stopper. Tho cell was 
illed with water and placed in a larger glass 
vossel,

Eut this result was 
nvariable; that tho light through bluo glass 
reduced more electricity than full sunlight.

EATH OF PliOFESSOIt 
HEKKT B. 


SMITH. 


The Her. Dr. Henry Boyntou Smith, the 


distinguished theologian, died at his home 
in this city, No. 108 East Twenty-fifth 
street, yesterday morning. His health had 
been poor for several years, but his final 
illness was tho result of a severe cold con- 
tracted about six weeks ago. 


Dr. Smith was born in Portland, Me., on 


the 21st of November, 1815, was graduated 
from 
Bowdoin 
Colle^ 
iu 1834, and 


was employed as a tutor iii that insti- 
tution :n 
1S35 . and 
132t>. fis 
then 


studied theology at Andover and Bangor, 
continuing his studies at Halle and Berlin 
in Europe. On returning to this country 
he became pastor of the Congregational 
church at West Amcsbury, Mass. In 1847 
ho became Professor of Intellectual and 
Moral Philosophy in Amherst College, and 
three years later he accepted tho professor- 
ship of church history in the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, this city. He was trans- 
ferred to the professorship of Systematic 
theology in I8i)4, and retained this position 
until 1874, when ill health compelled him 
to resign. He was then made Professor 
Emeritus, nnd occupied the chair of apolo- 
getics. Professor Smith was also appointed 
the lecturer on tho Ely foundation for the 
present year. 


In 1807 he was a delegate to the Evan- 


gelical Alliance at Amsterdam. In 18GO he 
travelled for his health in Germany and 
Italy, and ia tna following jesr, in com- 
pany with the Rev. prs. Hitchcock and

formation to the effect that Napoleon was 
on the point of departure for the 
frontier, 


and everything being in readiness, and the 
period of hie return being uncertain, it 
was determined to make the attempt at 
onco. On tho following morning, accord- 
ingly, the daughter had departed at us early 
an hour as possible, trusting for her escape 
to good fortune, and ho himself, fortified 
with letters from prominent officials, had 
proceeded to the palace at eleven, having 
given his daughtor all tho timo it was pos- 
sible to sparo. 


Fouche himself knew tho rest. 
No personal danger, no promised honor, 


nothing, in short, but 
tho cunningly do- 


vised falsehood regarding his daughtor, 
could have induced him—Chavarri—to stop 
tho hands of the fatal clock. 


Ho also confessed that it was he who, 


two years ago, had fired tho shot iu the Hue 
do Kivoli, and stated that it had long been 
the sole aim and purpose of bis life to assas- 
inate Napoleon. He added, however, that 
they need have no fear of his repeating the 
attempt, as the magnanimity of tho emperor 
ou tho last occasion had completely dis- 
armed him. 


Chavarri subsequently died iu extreme 


poverty in London. Of tho after fate of his 
daughter nothing is known. His clock, de- 
spoiled of the murderous portion of its ma- 
chinery, was preserved for several years in 
the Tuileries, and was finally destroyed by 
au accidental fire aud tho falling of a wall.
